EVERYBODY GETS A GUN. 


As soon us possible every man in town 


who could procure 
a gun was in tin 


neighborhood, but, owing lo the location 
none dared to venture within tlie opci 
space. Dynamite was procured and 'ihe 
'house in which Ihe negro wa* barricRtec 
was tired upon, but lo no cH'ci.. At 1 
o'clock Caplain Simpson of the Wheelei 
Filles arrived with twelve, guns and 1,- 
000 cartridges, which were distributed 
among twelve picked men. This company 
was stationed uround Ihe house and. rid 
died h, bul the negro had taken refuge 
in the cellar and returned the fire, killing 
Jones nnd woumliujf finney. Coal oil 
w»h then procured and after four houru 
of hard work the houses adjoining .were 
lired by tho Wheeler Kille.s, who liKd ar- 
rived on tbe scene. 


The negro took refuge in a siied and 


opened fire, killing Wallace and wounding 
'Davis, but the people and some militia- 
men riddled the negro, and the crowd, 
numbering 1,000, grabbed the body and 
threw it in the burning building. 


KBC'OVER WALLACE FKOM FLAMES. 


Wallace, who was killed, das closing 


in on Hie negro, who nhnt him through 
the body. His body fell in the burning 
debris, but was recovered. Davis, Wal- 
lace and Kalkner were the men who h'red 
the building. Relic-seekers cut oft' the 
negro's fingers and such purls of the 
body as could be procured. Three houses 
were burned in the effort to reach thc^ 
negro. 


Several horses were killed in the bal- 


tlv. 
So deadly was the negro's aim 


that it was possibly an hour befo-e the 
body of i'rout could be recovered. Not 
a shot was lired 'by Reynolds that did 
not tell when those whom he was firing 
upon were seen. The excitement today 
was intense, but there is no fear of an 
uprising among the negroes, .Fully 2,- 
000 people from Florence and Sheffield 
./ere here and every surgeon in the two 
towns was pressed into service. 


COLORED PEOPLE SAFE. 


KANSAS CITY, April 7.—A spec'inl to 


the Star from Lawlon, Okla., says: 


The story of negroes being run out of 


Law-ton is a canard. 'Several small type- 
written slips ordering the colored people 
to leave Law-ton were ported about town 
but no one took the threat seriously. 
There is no excitement here todny, nor 
has ihere been any.

EVERYBODY GETS A GUN. 


As soon as possible every man in town 


who could procure 
a 
gun was in the 


neighborhood, but, owing to the location, 
none dared to venture within the open 
space. 
Dynamite was procured and 'the 


'house in which tho negro was barricated 
was fired upon, but to no efl't-t,. At 1 
o'clock Captain .Simpson of the Wheeler 
F-ifles arrived with twelve, guns and 1,- 
000 cartridges, which were distributed 
among twelve picked men. This company- 
was stationed around the house and rid- 
dled it, but the negro had taken refuge 
in the cellar and returned the fire, killing 
Jones and wounding Finney. Coal oil 
was then procured and after four houra 
of hard work the houses adjoining .were 
lired by the Wheeler Rifles, who hud ar- 
rived on the scene. 


The iic-gro took refuge in a shed anil 


opened fire, killing Wallace and wounding 
Davis, but the people and some militia- 
men riddled the negro, and the crowd, 
numbering 1,000, grabbed the body and 
threw it in the burning building. 


RECOVER WALLACE FROM FLAMES. 


Wallace, who was killed, das closing 


in on the negro, who shot him through 
the body. His body fell in the burning 
debris, but was recovered. Davis, Wal- 
lace and Falkncr were tha men wfio fired 
the building. Relic-seekers cut off the 
negro's fingers and such parts of the 
"body as could be procured. Three houses 
were byrned in the effort to reach the 
negro.

So deadly was the 
negro's 
aim 


that it was possibly an hour before the 
body of Prout could be recovered. .Not 
a shot was fired -by Reynolds that did 
not tell when those whom he was firing 
upon were seen. The excitement today 
was intense, bub there, is no fear of an 
uprising among the negroes. Fully 2,- 
000 people from Florence and Sheffield 
were here and every surgeon in the two 
towns was pressed into service. 


COLORED PEOPLE SAFE, 


KANSAS CITY, April 7.—A special to 


the Star from Lawton, Okla., says: 


The story of negroes being run out of 


Lawton is a canard. Several small type- 
written slips ordering the colored people 
to leave Lawton were posted about town 
but no one took the threat seriously.

Wing Shot of America. 


CARRIES OFF HONORS AT 


THE KANSAS CITY MEET 


Hit Opponent, C. 8. Sp«BO«r of St. LauU,,

Shot, Hi* Bird Falling Daafl 


Out of Bound*. 


KANSAS CITY, April 5—II. fiirschy, 


with a handicap of twenty-nine yards 
today, won the Great American. Handi- 
cap, and thus became the champion sving 
shot of America. The last man to ataiid 
up with him on the shoot off out or. the 
fourteen .men who had clean scores yes- 
terday was C. G. Spencer of St. Louis, 
also a twenty-nine yard man, who final- 
ly failed to kill his fifty-third bird, a 
towering out-goer. Spencer will receive 
second money, R. O. Heikes of Dayton, 
O., third; J. D. Pollard, Chicago, fourth 
and J. L. Owen of Gushing, Okla., fifth. 


The race which was for twenty-five 


birds, proved to be one of the most sen- 
sational iu the anualti of shooting tour- 
naments. The shoot 
off today began 


with bright and clear weather, but with 
a hard wind 
blowing. In 
the second 


round two men dropped, a third missed 
out in the third, three lost iti the fourth, 
two more in. the seventh, one in the 
eleventh and another in the fourteenth.; 
Fred Gilbert'of Spirit Lake, Iowa, was' 
one of the first men to quit and Ifeikea: 
after making many sensational shpt 
lost his thirty-first. This left Spencer; 
and Hirsehy alone i nthe race. ''. 


They killed their birds with', ease, and! 


regularity and soon passed tthe .record; 
mark for straight kills of 34, 'set, by 
• 


Bates in 1900. Hirschy's shooting, was 
steadier than Spencer on the last rounds; 
and many picked him for the winner af- 
ter the fortieth bird 
had been killed. 


Both men were straight up to the fifty- 
second bird. The fifty-third was a tow- 
ering out-goer. Spencer shot first, and al- 
though he hit the bird fell dead out of 
bounds. Hirschy's fifty-third was an or- 
dinary right quarterer. He killed it 
with his first barrel, but us«d the second 
to make sure. Hirsehy had not only 
wontheGreatAmerLeon Handicap, blithe 
had placed to his record i a score of sev- 
enty-eight straight .birds for^ this event 
and a grand total of 102 for the week, 
having grassed every one since the tour- 
nament began on Monday morning. 


When Hirsehy killed his last bird his 


admirers swarmed around him and bore 
him from the field on their shoulders.

Today at Blue Rivei- i'ark fourteen 


men competed in the last of the four 
days' race for the wing shot champion- 
ship of'America. The winner will not 
only become champion shot of the Unit- 
ed States,'"biit will receive the han'dsbiKfi 
trophy captured last year by E. C. Gril> 
fifth, of Pascoag, R. L, and $683 as the 
portion of the prize money. The bal- 
ance 6f the $11,401 prize money will be 
divided among the remaining sixty-two 
high guns. . 


The shoot nns proven 
the greatest 


ever held by the association and perhaps 
brought the most 
imposing array of 


cracks ever convened. At the close of 
the first day's shooting on Wednesday, 
one hundred and forty-three men had 
straight scores of eight birds. Most of 
the weak ones and many of those with 
national reputations missed their birds. 
The latter included T, W. Morfey of 
Queens, L. 1., the winner of the 1804 
shoot; 0. R. Dickey of Boston who cap- 
tured the trophy in 1890 and Thomas A. 
Marshall of Keithsburg, 111., who became 
the American champion in 1897 ami again 
in 1890. On the first day, E. G. Grilh'th, 
thn present holder of the trophy also 
failed to make a clea.n score and E. D.

March 31, to reconnoitre towards Harts 
River. They soou struck the track of 
guns and carried on a running tight for 
eight miles, following the track through 
the bush.

Occasionally a decision comes alo'ng 


that commends i'ts'elf as a piece of jus- 
tice. Such an instance? is that reported 
by a New York United States circuit 
judge overruling a decision of the treas- 
ury department. The treasury had held 
a- citizen of this country going abroad 
and remaining abroad over five years 
lost his United States citizenship, that 
is, forfeited the right to vote in his own 
country and that sort of thing, and in 
fact was no better than nn incoming 
foreigner. The case arose from the im- 
portation from France of several paint- 
ings consigned to an American address, 
the work of an artist who previous to 
his going abroad was a resident of Phil- 
adelphia. The department claimed duty 
upon the paintings on the ground that 
the paintings could not 'be imported free 
of duty as the work of an American ar- 
tist, because he had in living over five 
years abroad lost his American citizen- 
ship. The importer of the paintings sued 
for recovery of the duty paid under com- 
pulsion and has beaten the government.

last two years has been to increase the 
acreage of spring wheat, and there is a 
corresponding falling oil' in winter wheat 
sown in Wisconsin this spring will be 
greater than at any time in the last ten 
years, inasmuch as the season irf early, 
which in itself is a considerable advan- 
tage to spring wheat."
